Glass Concern. 
Chamber of Commerce Brings 
About Its Location. 
T'wo Thousand Michigan Peo- 
ple Enjoy Outing. 


LONG@’BEACH, Sept. 23.—Following 
the successful close of negotiations 
‘hich have extended over four monthe, 
the Chamber of Commerce § today 
made the announcement that it had 
secured for Long Beach a glase fac- 
tory, for which machinery is now be- 
ing purchased in the Bast. Bullding 
will be commenced ag soon as bids can 
be secured and the factory will be in 
full operation February 1. 

The corporation is known as the 
California Glass Insulater Company 
and comprises among its officers and 
directors Los Angeles business men. 
The officers and directors are Jules 
Kauffman, president; E. H. Fosdick, 
vice-president; John Morris, treasurer; 
Stanley Stonaker, secretary; Robert P. 
Frist, general manager: and directors, 
John Orth, Arthur C. Munn, William 
Schrade. Manager Frist is an experi- 
enced glass man with twenty years’ 
expertence in the business. 

The Chamber of Commerce secured 
a site of ten acres for the factory at 
the gurner of Hayes and Anaheim ave- 
nues on the inner harbor and agreed 
to pay for the cost of a spur track 


connecting the factory with the Pacific 
Electric. . 

The plant is te be built tn units 
taking in the pressed ware, hollow 
ware and plate glass branches. The 
initial investment will be $456,000, the 


1} company beginning the manufacture 


of pressed ware such as insulators, 
| priems, sidewalk lights, and electric 
| Hehe shades, and will employ fifty 
men. This will be followed by the 
blowing or hollow ware department, 
employing 154 men, and then the win- 
dow plate department manufacturing 
exclusively the reinforced wire glass 
under @ new process which will re- 
duce the cost 33 per cent. The com- 
pany will secure its silicia sand from 
a high grade deposit recently discov- 
ered on the Bixby ranch at Horseshoe 
Bend in Orange county and said to be 
the only deposit west of the Rocky 
Mountains. Other factories rely upon 
shipments from Belgium and Indiana. 

This is the first big enterprise act- 
ually secured since the acquisition of 
the Craig ship plant and the Chamber 
of Commerce directors are highly 
elated today over the deal. Al! papers 
are in escrow and the factory is said 
to be an absolute certainty.

TOPEKA (Kan.) Sept. 23.—Charg- 
ing that the Hunnewell Councilmen

It is ail- 
leged that Mrs. Ella Wilson “was 
elected Mayor of Hunnewell at the 
regular election last April, the voters 
writing her name on the ballot; that 
she did not seek office, but that the 
voters elected her voluntarily.” 

The petition took up the history 
of the dispute between Mayor and the 
Council, stating that the Council de- 
sired to meet “in an upstairs bedroom 
in a hotel,” that Mayor Wilson object- 
ed to this and the Councilmen con- 
sented to meet the Mayor in Brock- 
mayer Halil, but did not attend when 
she went there. Then, when the At- 
toerne notified them they 
would have’ té meet, they met, but 
refused absolutely to confirm any of 


her niments, although she 
named eo citizen of the 
town.

Mountaineer Waker From Ken- 
tacky Produces Unadalterated 
Moonshine for Oregon Convicts. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SALEM (Or.) Sept. 23.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} How half a dozen 
convicts in the Oregon Penitentiary 
have of late been supplied with lNquor 
hae at last been solved. 

For several days the guards noticed 
that a few of the prisoners dispiayed 
signs of intoxication. Inquiry among 
the convicts failed to elicit any clew. 
Each convict asserted stoutly that he 
was sober as a judge and that liquor 
hed not passed his lips since he had 
entered the big gate. It appeared 
that the convicts who accumulated 
the dally souse were those whe were 
walted om” at table by a prisoner 
named Edwards. In the ensuing 
campaign it was disclosed that with a 
fountain syringe and the prunes 
which the convicts are allowed, Ed- 
wards, who is a former Kentucky 
mountaineer, has set up a still in his 
prison cell. The crude plant had ‘a 
daily output of a dozen drinks, and 
the stuff! was genuine moonshine 
whisky undiluted. One drink was 
enough to make a convict drunk. 

Now tie distillery has been de- 
stroyed and prohibition reigns su- 
preme. 


RACE RIOT IN CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 23.—{By A. Pp. 
Night Wire.) A face riot between 
whites am? Dlacks broke out in this 
city shortly before midnight. Three 
riots in less than two hours occurred, 
knives and revolvers being used. Most 
of the participants were under the 
influence of liquor. Of three sent to 
hospitals up to 1 oeclock this morn- 
ing, Joe Carlina, a Porte Rican, was 
stabbed probably fatally. 

All available policemen were sent 
to the district in which the fighting 
occurred. When a .patrol wagon 
loaded with officers arrived, a crowd 
of men unhitehed the horses, leaving 
the wagon stranded. Several hundred 
persons filled the street and blocked 
efforts of the police. Patrolman Mce- 
Nally was badly beaten when he ar- 
rested Oharies Lyons, white, enid to 
have been a leader of the gang which 
started the fighting. 

The police at 1:30 o'clock had euc- 
ceeded in restoring order after mak- 
ing several arrests. Thirty policemen 
were stationed in the district to patro} 
the streets until Gaylignt. 

The riots were the result of a feva 
of several weeks’ standing between 
the whites and bDiacks. The latter, 
the police say, started out to find the 
former and when the two factions 
met there Was a fight with pistols, 
knives, fists and missiles. The fight- 
ing spread several b down the 
street and continued until the negroes 
fled.

treatment and condition of prisoners, 
the grand jury are of opinion that 
there should be a radical change in 
the fare afforded them. ; 

“Dried meat, hard bread and water 
may be the just desert of condemned 
criminals, but men incarcerated upon 
suspicion merely should receive that 
treatment due to a human being, and 
we would therefore recommend that 
the jailer be allowed a sum sufficient 
furnish the prisoners under his 
charge with good and wholesome food. 

“Our attention has been called also 
to the fact that the inmates of the 
jail are heavily ironed, whether con- 

upon suspicion or serving out 
their sefitence. In this course, we 
see neither law nor justice. We think 
it at variance with the very spirit of 
our institutions to load down an_jnno- 
cent man (for every prisoner is con- 
sidered. such until proven otherwise) 
with chains, as if he were the basest 
of outlaws. 

“But if, owing to the inefficiency of 
the jail or other reasons, it appear

“I belleve In woman s6 be- 
cause I do not believe in the double’ 
standard, either socially, economic- 
ally or politically,” said Superintend- 
ent of Schools Francis in an address 
before the members of the California 
Political Equality League in Choral 
Hall, yesterday afternoon. 

“I do not think,” 
speaker, “that woman 
bring a great millennium. In fact, I 
look for more or less confusion when 
women obtain the ballot. It would 
be strange indeed if women should 
step in and handle the ballot as well 
as the men who have had centuries of 
experience in voting. But I believe 
that the cure for bad democracy is 
more democracy, and that woman suf- 
frage, while in itself only a step in 
the evolution of society, will assist 
in ushering in the better times for 
which all men are ever hoping. 

“I believe that the minority of 
women should be allowed to yote if 
they wish to do so, whether the ma- 
jority desire the ballot or not. How- 
ever, I beligve most women do want 
to vote. They are beginning to realize 
the social, political and economical 
importance of their work to society, 
and they no longer wish to be merely 
women, wives and mothers, but to be 
considered human souls.” —

MEETING SWISS PRESIDENT. 

[Joe Mitchell Chapple, in National Magazine:] Ush- 
ered into the simple executive office of the President of 
Switzerland by an imposing gentleman with sidewhis- 
kers and a great seal on his breast, there was little of 
official formality, for the President's office is the same 
as the other rooms. President Ruchet was seated at his 
desk going over the last budget, which concisely and in 
a few pages tells the story of Swiss finances. He spoke 
German, although he comes from a French canton, and 
is a member of the Radical party which, having been in 
power for about seventy years, is still holding a strong 
majority. As he told of the progress being made, as 
shown in the budget, the President smiled with the con- 
sciousness of a man who has done his full duty. A copy 
of the budget was presented with a graceful bow, as he 
remarked that, after all, figures were the most eloquent 
story he could tell of the administration. 

President Ruchet has twinkling, humorous eyes, wears 
a stand-up collar, is deliberate and optimistic—a true 
type of the Swiss lawyer that he is. He talked inter- 
estingly concerning Swiss authors and poets, and feel- 
ingly discussed the work and accomplishments of the 
government and the people, explaining that it was first 
the purpose to hold in check any great movements for 
personal power. This, he said, might explain the lack 
of great personalities in public life.

INCIDENT OF THE LAST MARCH OF 
INFANTRY OVER SANTA FE TRAIL. 
By Olive Ennis Hite. 

TORN bit of an old newspaper, bearing date of 

1906, and a post-card photograph of a white-haired, 

soldierly man bring vividly to mind one of the early 
episodes of the Civil War and the last march of infantry 
over the “Old Santa Fe Trail”—not the last for small 
detachments, but for a large body of men, the most of 
them raw recruits, and the “pick-ups” of Atlantic sea- 
board cities. The picture is that of Gen. David S. Gor- 
don; the episode, the mustering-in in Washington City, 
April 18, 1861, of “the Frontier Guard” under command 
of Capt. J. H. Lake, the famous “Jim Lane” of Kansas. 
Young David Gordon, City Auditor of Leavenworth, Kan., 
was made first sergeant, and many men who were then 
prominent in Kansas, or became so in its troublous days, 
were enrolled in the ranks. Lane had heard the mutter- 
ings of the coming storm and called together such men 
as he could rely upon and offered his and their services 
to Simon Cameron, then Secretary of War under the

newly-inaugurated President, Abraham Lincoln. The 
company was ordered to Washington city and quartered 
in the magnificent East Room of the White House, 
where for nine days they guarded the President, the 
White House, and the hear-by government buildings. 
“One-lundred-days men” were pouring Into the capi- 
tol from every State; the “Guard” was no lomger neces- 
sary, 80 at the request of Capt. Lane they were mus- 
tered out on May 26. But “Dave Gordon” had had his 
taste of blood, and civil life knew him no more. He 
was given a commission as second lieutenant in the 
Second Dragoons—afterward the Second Cavalry—in 
which regiment, the Third and the Sixth, he served for 
thirty-two years, when he was retired as a brigadier- 
general. During the rebellion he was on staff duty and 
in the thick of the fighting in the East. But he had his 
baptism of fire at Bull Run, was taken prisoner and for 
over a year knew all the horrors and tortures of south- 
ern prisons. At the close of the war his regiment—as 
were all the cavalry—was ordered to the frontier, The 
Second was scattered over the Kansas plains, the 
Third—of which I was a part, as I had a very good 
young husband attached to it as a lieutenant—went to 
New Mexico. The Gordons were sent to Fort Dodge, 
and we, dawdling over the blood-soaked old trail with 
the Fifth Infantry, had just one lovely red-letter day 
out of sixty dolorous ones—the Fourth of July, 1866, 
when the column camped near the post and the blessed, 
hospitable Gordons came right out and invited us to 
dinner and a reception afterward. Now a reception ia 
an army post in the sixties—on the frontier wasn't alto 
gether the full-dress, glittering affair I have seen at the 
Presidio in San Francisco, nor like the army and navy 
receptions at the White House these days; but it was a 
very creditable function, nevertheless. Capt. Gordon 
and his officers had all the dress uniforms, gold lace, 
epaulets, and side arms that the regulations demanded; 
the hostess and the few post “ladies” dug up some of 
the finery that had had its triumphing day somewhere 
“back in the States” while we, poor, dusty, wearied, 
homesick creatures had the baggage wagons pulled to 
pieces to find ungettable trunks. We were not entirely 
successful as “the mould of fashion,” but we had as fine 
appetites as Nature and three weeks of desert travel and 
marching grub could furnish. With all the years that 
lie between that day and this, no other Fourth of July 
stands out with such splendor as this. I don’t remem- 
be. that we had filreworks—I think not; we people who 
still had the dull roar of battle in our ears, and the 
moans of the dying yet filled the air—did not attach 
much patriotism to fire crackers, spit devils and Roman 
candles. Skyrockets meant signals—more or less sin- 
ister—and so/! think that down along the “Arkansaw” 
we sat under the stars, and talked of the just-gone fight- 
ing and the Indians that were yet to come. I never saw 
the Gordons again, but the career of the first sergeant 
of “the Frontier Guard” was easy to follow.

MODERN BOOTJACK. 


(New York Sun:}] Time was when there was at ljeas 
one bootjack in every home, for in those days father and 
son wore boots, and when boots were wet or tight a 
bootjack was a necessity. 

Then all of a sudden, some fifty years or thereabout 
ago, the great majority of men took to wearing shoes. 
Then in many homes the bootjack passed out of use and 
out of sight and out of mind. There are many people of 
the present generation who never saw a bootjack or 
even heard of one. And still there are sold at the pres- 
ent day some bootjacks, for there are still some men 
who wear boots, either as their customary foot appare! 
or at times in pursuit of labor or recreation. 

There are still some fine old gentlemen who continue 
to wear fine calfskin boots. There are hundreds of 
thousands of farmers who still Wear boots, but in the 
boots worn by farmers there has been also a great revo- 
lution. Where once they all wore cowhide boots, now 
almost without exception they wear rubber boots, and if 
they buy with them the socks intended to be worn with 
them the rubber boots pull off easily and there is no 
need of a bootjack. 

The original bootjack was made of a strip of wood a 
foot or more in length by three or four inches in width 
and an inch or so in thickness. You sawed out a deep 
notch In one end of this plece of wood or you rounded 
out there a deep opening to put the heel of the boot into, 
and a little back of this notch you nailed across the un- 
der-side of the board a cleat to raise that end of the boot- 
jack off the floor. Then you put one foot on the boot- 
jack at the end on the floor and you put the other hee! 
in the bootjack’s jaw and you pulled on that foot to try 
to pull it out of the boot.

Old Faithful Inn is a charming piace. It is’ five sto- 
ries high and is built of logs. In every detail the log- 
cabin idea is carried out except in regard to the beds. 
They are gilt, and they spoil the exquisite hanmony of 
an otherwise perfect and novel establishment, Prob- 
ably in all the great park there are no more remark- 
able geysers than the three close to the Inn. O/jfi Faith- 
ful, the best-known and most inspiring of the three, is 
only a few hundred feet away. Every sixty-nine min- 
utes it comes into action and sends a torrent of steam 
and boiling water seventy to 100 feet high. It never 
fails and is as regular as is the sun in rising. At night, 
with a searchlight playing on it, the spectacle is magnifi- 
cent. The Giant, a little further away, is 1 egular. 
About once in seven or nine days it becomes active and 
for nearly an hour shoots its immense volume of vapor 
and water toward the sky. Its power is greater and its 
volume larger than Old Faithful, but it n@ewer can ap- 
proach Old Faithful in popularity. The Castle, which 
gets its name from its castellated crater, comes into 
play by fits and starts, being comparatively mild for a 
week or more and then equaling or surpassing the 
Giant in the splendor and intensity of its outburst.: 

Yellowstone Lake did not interest Mr. man 
much, but he lingered for hours at the canyon.

There was a scarcity of labor when Harriman began 
building to the Yellowstone. His new line was to be 
from Pocatello to what is now the town of Yellowstone, 
right on the western boundary of the park. Other rail- 
roads were active in construction work and many irri- 
gating ts were being pushed with vigor. To get 
men for the building of the new road the country for 
hundreds of miles south, west and north had to be 
scoured. In the spring of 1908 there were unusually 
heavy snowstorms. Next came a rainfall heavier than 
that section of the United States had known for many 
years. 

The construction work was hampered seriously by 
slides, washouts and other difficulties, but the orders 
were to hurry, and hurry they did. To get laborers to 
the grading camps the Oregon Short Line kept a special 
coach on the trains between Ogden and Marysville al! 
seasons, but even at that all the men wanted could not 
be obtained. 

That bit of road from Pocatello to Yellowstone cost 
$2,000,000 to build. It traverses a strange land, a part 
of which is a great lava bed. When the first train ove: 
the road was run to Yellowstone and passengers 
from the Union Pacific entered the National Park by a 
new gateway a message announcing the fact was sent 
to Harriman, but Harriman was dying. He did not know 
then, and he never did know, that his decision to bvild 
into the Yellowstone was based on an error. He died 
without knowing that the big crowd that climbed from 
the stages at Mammoth Hot Springs that day in 1907 
was due to a tie-up on the Northern Pacific that delayed 
various trains and brought all their passengers in to- 
gether. . 

There are men who thought Harriman blundered egre- 
giously. They are not so sure ef it now as they were 
last year, and much less so than they were the year 
before. The road that was built. because a photogra- 
pher remained silent and allowed Mr. Harriman to do 
his own thinking-is adding materially to the number of 
persons visiting the Yellowstone. While not depriving 
the Northern Pacific of business it is making business 
of its own, Last year it carried 40 per cent. of all the 
persons who went to the National Park. Its business 
in June of this year was 138 per cent. greater than in 
June, 1910. Possibly E. H. Harriman, despite his mi:- 
take, saw further into the future than any of those about 
him in that Yellowstone trip of 1907. .

COUNTING THE STARS. 

{New York Sun:] A treniendous task, that of count- 
ing the stars, up to the nineteenth magnitude, has been 
undertaken by the Dutch astronomer Prof. Kapteyn, who 
has collected all the material furnished by the most re- 
cent discoveries, notably those from the American ob- 
servatories. 

Stars of less size than the fourteenth magnitude are 
found in millions in the Milky Way, and the work of 
counting them from photographic plates can best be de- 
scribed as similar to counting blood corpuscles under a 
microscope. Prof. Kapteyn places the total at 842.- 
000,000 stars, the average being 20,400 stars to the 
square degree of the heavens. He has further caicu- 
lated that the total light emanating from all the stars is 
equal to 2384 times the luminosity of a star of the first 
magnitude. 

According to the Dutch scientist the boundaries of 
the universe, as far as human science has been abie to 
penetrate, extend to 32,000 light years.

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VENUS'’S FLY-TRAP AND VARIOUS OTHER 
INTERESTING SPECIES. 


By Ernest Braunton. | 


LANTS that feed on insects are to be found in vari- 


native species. No doubt Venus’s Fig Trap, Dionaea | 
muscipala, is one of the most interesting of all. It is 
found in sandy bogs of the pime forests in North Caro 
lina and the northern portion of Seuath Carolina. It 
belongs to the family of Sunéews, known te science. 
as Oréer Droseracese. In this order we have six’ 
known genera: Drosera, Dionaea, Byblis, Roridula, 
Drosophylium, and Aldrovanda. The typical sundews, 
Drosera rotundifolia and D. longifolia, are also nearty | 
as interesting as Venus’s Fly Trap and are found over a 
much greater stretch of territory. The firstmamed spe- 
cles Is Indigenous to both this country and Europe,’ 
reaching from Florida to New England and westward 
to limits not very well defined. 

Venus's Fly Trap is a rosette of leaves lying flat on 
the ground. The stem of the leaf is winged so that it 
appears a strap-shaped leaf, on the end of which at the 
end of the mid-ihb, Is situated the “fly catcher.” From 
the center of this rosette springs the stiff, upright, na- 
ked flower spike, bearing at its apex six to ten white 
flowers about one inch across.

HE thirty-sixth annual meeting of

since up to the present writing there are no 
nine exhibitions to be given in this State 
auspices of the American Poultry Association, it is 
more than passing moment that breeders and exhibitors 
become reasonably familiar with conditions covered by 
these new rules. For this reason we here give them in 
condensed form 

Only svch poultry associations, societies, etc., as are 
members of the American Poultry Association are to 
be permitted to use these rules. 

Entries must close the day and hour advertised, all 
entry fees to be paid on or before that time. : 

Persons disqualified by A.P.A. are ineligible to enter 
birds at a show held under A.P.A. rules, or to act as 
judges or in any other capacity. 

Every bird shown must be the property of the exhib- 
itor, otherwise entry fees, prize money and other pre 
_miums are forfeited by him. 

If disqualified persons succeed in entering birds, the 
show management reserves the right to cancel entries, 
such disqualified person to forfeit his entry fees, prize

money, etc.; also the show management reserves the 
right not to accept entries from exhibitors whose con- 
duct in the fancy makes it desirable to debar them 
from competition. 

Judging is to begin promptly on the date and hour ad- 
vertised. 

If exhibitors attempt to interfere with or influence 
the judge or judges, they shall, on proof, forfeit entry 


fees, prize money, etc., and their birds may be removed |- 


from the show room. 
Judges are to be required to personally sign the 
judges’ books or score cards, and these shall be the offi- 
cial and final record of the awards. 
Birds shall not be taken from the show room until the 
close of the show, nor prize ribbons removed. 
Birds are entered and shown at risk of owners, but 
show associations are expected to exercise all due care, 
including police and fire protection. 
Birds shall be returned promptly at close of show. 
Any losses in reshipping, through proved carelessness 
on part of the show association, are to be paid for by 
the association at a value not to exceed $10 per bird. 
Exhibitors disqualified for fraudulent practices will 
have the right to appeal to the executive board of the 
Notice of any such disqualification, with a complete 
statement of facts, must be mailed within ten days to 
the secretary of the A.P.A. 
Should a judge be charged with incompetency, error 
or fraudulent practices, the exhibitor or exhibitors mak- 
ing such charge are to have the right, after the awards 
are posted, to file a written protest with the secretary 
of the show, accompanied by a deposit of $5. 
If protests are sustained, facts regarding the same are 
to be mailed within ten days to the secretary of the 


Judges will not be permitted to exhibit in any class 
where they place awards and must refuse to consider 
birds that they recognize as having been their property 
at any time. 

Classes at an A.P.A. show may be reassigned to dif- 
ferent judges “for cause,” and show managements can 
add to list of judges. 

Any persons employed by poultry journals or other 
periodicals in which poultry advertising appears, or who 
are connected therewith as editors, associate editors, ad- 
vertising solicitors, including owners or part owners of 
such publications, are not to be permitted to judge at 
shows held under A.P.A. rules and regulations. 

Show managements under this rule reserve the right 
to remove from the show room diseased, misshapen or 
unsightly birds. 

Exhibitors at A.P.A. shows who are not members of 
A.P.A., must agree to submit to the jurisdiction of the 
American Poultry Association, and the presence of an 
exhibitor’s birds is to be considered as evidence that he 
has signed a statement binding himself to be governed 
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by these rules. 


Additional rules not in conflict with A.P.A. rules are 


permissible. 
Peculiar Monstrosities. 


A correspondent has been good enough to send to this 
department a peculiar and monstrous growth taken 
from the carcass of a four-monthsold 8. C. Black Mi- 
norca cockerel, showing—as will be seen from the illus- 
tration made direct from a photograph—a perfectly de 
veloped bone grown directly into the gizzard. Our cor- 
respondent writes that the bird during life gave no 
symptoms of pain nor inconvenience; quite to the con- 
trary was unusually vigorous, and when killed was 
plump and fat. 

Abnormal growths are not unusual as a general thing, 
but we submit that a bird that will prosper with a 
growth of bone such as the case illustrates is somewhat 
out of the ordinary. 

Another correspondent, William T. Hooker of Na- 
tional City, sends in the following: 

“I am sending you with this mail what I call a phe 
nomenon in the way of an egg, about the size of a bean, 


which we found this morning within a White Minorca. 
Ege No. 1 was to all appearances normal. At first No. 
2 appeared as only a bubble in the white of No. 1, but 
on closer examination proved to be a perfectly-formed 
small egg and free to itself. The shell of No. 2 seemed 
very soft at first, but now appears much harder.” 
Abnormally small eggs containing only albumen need 
cause no special anxiety. They usually occur at or near 
the end of a batch of eggs, and seem to indicate that the 
ovary is exhausting itself of ova or yolks. One egg 
within another is not unknown, though the occurrence 
I have seen abnormally large eggs con- 
tain a secondary egg on the inside or within themselves, 
usually devoid of yolk. 


Pullet vs. Hen Eggs. 


J. T. Wheden of the San Gabriel Poultry Association 
writes to this department of The Times as follows: 
“Noting your article of some time ago relating to the 
weight of pullet vs. hen eggs, I wondered why you or 
some other able exponent of the pullet did not get after 
the asses who have the making of prices for eggs. The 
pullet ege weighs nineteen ounces to the dozen, and the 
hen eggs twenty-four ounces to the dozen, yet the mak- 
ers of prices on hen fruit discriminate against the for- 
mer to twice that amount. There is as much difference 
in favor of the pullet egg as there is in favor of the 
broiler carcass as against the stag or cock carcass. As 
a matter of fact, the pullet egg should command a pre- 
mium, just as the broiler does over the stag. A pullet 
egg is sweet and pure, and when invalids and delicate 
people understand this, it will come into possession of 
its own.” 

Where hens are fed good wholesome food and are 
cared for under first-class sanitary conditions, we doubt 
if there is any perceptible difference in the eating quall- 
ties of hen or pullet eggs, provided of course both are 
equally fresh. As to size, there is,- however, a percep- 
tible difference in favor of the hen egg. Allowing 
these facts it stands to reason that eggs should be 


Touching eggs the chemist would tell us that a fresh 
egg gives 11.2 per cent. of lime in the shell, 65.5 per cent. 
of water, 11.9 per cent. proteids, 9.3 per cent. fats, and 9 
per cent. ash. Broadly speaking, an egg is 11 per cent. 
shell, 32 per cent. yolk, and 57 per cent. white. Prof. 
Dryden, however, puts it differently. He says: “The 
only difference between a bushel of wheat and a bushel 
of eggs is that the eggs are more palatable and more 
nutritious. They are also more valuable in the market. 
A pound of eggs is worth from 10 to 30 cents, accord- 
ing to the season, while a pound of wheat is worth from 
1 to 2 cents. By giving the wheat to the hen to market 
it is converted into a form of food so palatable that it 
is worth ten times as much as it was In the grain sack. 
More than this, the hen is thrifty; for every pound of 
wheat she puts into eggs she puts in a pound of water; 
and she gets a good price for water. In selling a dozen 
of eggs for 40 cents the poultryman gets 25 cents for 
the water in them. That is a pretty good price. It is 
more than the dishonest dairyman gets for the water he 
puts into his milk.” 
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Verily, great is the American business hen!

MILLIONS OF BIBLES. 


{London Leader:] Some interesting facts and quaint 
stories are contained in the 107th Report of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. In the first place, the soct- 
ety issued 903,827 Bibles, 1,139,239 New Testaments, and 
4,782,720 Portions of the Scriptures during 1910, totals 
which easily constitute a record; 2845 cases of the 
Scriptures (weighing 333 tons) were sent out from the 
Bible House in London. 

To place the Scriptures within reach of all, the soci- 
ety maintains its own depots and agents in nearly 
a hundred of the chief cities of the world. The great 
bulk of its issues consists of cheap popular editions, 
which are sold at prices far below their cost. A Chi- 
nese Pocket Testament, for instance, which costs about 
5d. to produce, is sold for id. : 
Of the books sent out last year 440,000 were circu- 
lated among the Latin continental nations, 615,000 
among the German and Slav peoples of Central Europe, 
550,000 in the Russian empire, 200,000 in Africa, 250,000 
in South and Central America, and 200,000 in Canada. 
In Asia, $12,000 copies went out in India and Ceylon, 
285,000 in Japan, 660,000 in Korea, and a million and a 
half in China. 
To get at the dispersed multitudes the society em- 
ploys 1100 colporteurs—men belonging to dozens of 
races, and speaking scores of tongues, who travel the 
world over, from village to village, and door

At a heathen festival in Upper Burma a 
colporteur was beaten and his books were thrown into 
the Irawadi. On the frozen river at Astrakhan a col- 
porteur’s sleigh broke through the ice, both his horses 
were drowned, and he himself narrowly escaped. 

Last year these wandering Bible sellers sold more 
than 3,000,000 copies of the Scriptures. 

During the year the Bible has been completed in ten 
new languages. They include Mukri-Kurdish, Bho}- 
puri, Bunan, Dholuo, Teso, Luna-Inkongo, Balinese, Mun- 
dari, and Korean. Some of these translations have 
taken years to achieve. The society's list of versions 
now includes 432 distinct forms of speech! 

In the Austrian Tyrol it is still a crime to sell a Bible 
—almost the only district left in Europe. As the socie- 
ty’s report says: “The work of the society in the Aus- 
trian half of the dual monarchy has always been a strug- 
gie against adversity. Enemies, concealed and open, 
have waged war against us for three generations, and 
are as bitter and inexorable today as they were a hun- 
dred years ago. 

“During 1910 Austria absolutely closed some of its 
fairest provinces to the work of our society. In Upper 
Austria, in Salzburg, in the Tyrol, and in Vorarlberg the 
governors distinctly decline to admit colportage. They 
give no reasons for refusing, but no one is in doubt re- 
garding the power behind their thrones. Among the 
other provinces of the empire there is not one in which 
we enjoy complete liberty, not one in which we are not 
pered by a set of medieval regulations and restric-

NO CHINESE TYPEWRITERS. 
[New York Sun:] Typewriters are now made for use 
in nearly a hundred different languages, and they are 
sold all over the world; but there is still one great na- 


that write its tongue. That nation is China. 

The English alphabet has twenty-six letters, the Rus- 
sian thirtyeix. The typewriter produced for the Rus- 
sian market is the largest made; but no typewriter could 
be made that would begin to be big enough for the 
Chinese language, which has no alphabet but is repre 
sented by sign characters, of which there are about 50, 
000. Of the great number of words found in the Eng- 
lish language only a small proportion are used for the 
ordinary purposes of speech, and the same is true of 
the characters used in the Chinese language; but the 
number of Chinese characters commonly employed is 


this nation of 400,000,000 people has no typewriter in its 
own tongue. 

But that doesn’t mean that no typewriters are sold in 
China. More and more Chinese are learning other lan- 
guages besides their own, and Chinese merchants and 
resident foreign merchants use typewriters, and they 
are used in legations and in consular offices and in banks 
and shipping offices and colleges, and by missionaries, 
by various people. Altogether there are sold in China 
a goud many typewriters.

Meaningless Exhibitions.

Industrial expositions usually get nearer the 
efficiency, for they approach nearer to the quali 
exactness within themselves. Agriculture is not a sci- 
ence, but it is a composite of many sciences, arts and 
methods. Consequently it is difficult to exhibit its prod- 
ucts according to rules, or to classify its exhibitions so 
they may best serve the educational purposes which 
they are intended to advance. Much could be gained 
by the management in working to a well-ordered plan 
in preparing the premium schedules and requiring the 
exhibitors to conform to the schemes. 

Our fairs are educative to a degree just as they are. 
If that degree is very small we may blame the plan, 
rather than the exhibitors. Take the average county 
exhibit at the State fair and see how the visitors view 
it and the awarding committee judge it. The visitors 
saunter listlessly through its aisles seeing nothing, re- 
ceiving no impressions and getting no benefit from 
the time consumed. The judges make up their verdict 
from their own consciousness, without guidance from 
the entry books, yet usually placing the premiums 
where they belong by good guessing or from the general 
effect. It matters not that these big exhibits mean epi- 
tomes of an industry running to $200,000,000 in annual 
products. They are judged without precedents, plans 
or previous purposes upon the part of the schedule mak- 
ers. 

But walk out to the exhibit of dairy cows—a special- 
ized department of agriculture. Rules for judging pre- 
vail there. Fifty points are given to the qualities of the 
udder—the great milk reservoir for which this breed 
has been created; quality of the hair, formation of the 
chest, and constitution get eight points each; formation 
of the ribs five points, form, the same and So on through 
a scale that is as fixed as the fact that a cow is to.be 
judged. General appearance, head, quarters, body and 
milk-secreting organs, each subdivided and given its 
scientific proportion in the make-up of the animal, and 
the verdict in the hands of an intelligent committeee is 
above criticism. 

When great counties compete without their sponsors, 
the judges and the public not knowing clearly what lines) 
they are competing on, is it to be expected that any one 
would be satisfied with the verdict? One will have the 
best arrangement of its products, but the latter of poor 
grade; another will show the most tasty booth and the 
greatest beauty as a whole; another will exhibit in 
splendor and profusion a line of products but indirectly 
connected with the county; a fourth will include for 
general effect a great manufacturing exhibit, in which 
but enough county products are included to pass mus- 
ter, and lastly, perhaps, a leading fruit-crowing county 
will show a line of the finest fruits ever seen at a fair, 
yet displayed without artistic merit or attractive fea- 
ture. Our fair management should not be blamed, be- 
cause the public is content to grind along in the old 
ruts. We yearn for good old middle western fairs to be 
transplanted to California. The last State fair was a 
great improvement over others and there is hope for a 
greater improvement next seaaon.

A Los Angeles woman, who fasted absolutely for a 
month, washing the bowels out daily, on the twenty- 
eighth day discharged a large amount of black, putrid, 
fecal matter. This shows what a mass of corruption 
the average person carries about within him. A per- 
son whose senses have been refined by fasting and tem- 
perafe eating may often detect this on the breaths of 
such persons. 

To be thoroughly clean you must not only make the 
skin perform its functions of sweating, either naturally, 
through exercise, or by means of an artificial sweat, but 
you. must cease putting into the body food that decom- 
poses and forms corruption in the colon. Metchnikoff 
has shown that Osh food is the main cause of putrefac- 
tion in the colon, and so of autointoxication, one of the 
main causes of ill-health and shortened life.
